She's  inventive  and  doggedly  detemned . White  haired,  plump 
Dorothy  Andrews  Elston,  the  33rd  United  StaV  s Treasurer,  got  into  the 
big  money  with  little  c "3  h . 

A few  years  ago  she  decided  that  Pie hard  Milhous  Nixon  would  make 
a. cracker jack  President,  and  by  golly,  she'd  do  everything  in  her 
power  to  make  it  happen. 

The  then-unemployed  Mrs.  Elston--who  looks  like  a typical  nice 
but  unimaginative  Republican  clubwoman- -went  to  the  local  bank  and 
took  out  a personal  ?13,500.  loan,  at  6 percent  interest,  to  tide  her 
over  the  next  yea'1".  Then  she  hulled  herself  into  the  sticky  business 
of  becoming  an  unpaid  Nixon  fund  raiser.  ■ 

Four  months  later  the  outwardly  bland  woman  had  singlehandedly 
raised  Jl  million  through  person-to-person  telephone  soliciting  from 
Nixon  headquarters  in  New  York. 

The  lady  and  her  success  made  an  indelible  impression  on  the 
would-be  President . Nixon  managers  quickly  took  a big  chunk  of  money 
and  poured  it  into  last-minute  television  appearances  which  helped 
rake  in  those  crucial  votes.

Elstonrs  negative  confronta- 
tions turned  positive.  Money  just  kept  pouring  in.

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Today  sho  lives  in  a nine-^oom  apartment  at  16th  and  L Street 
with  a commanding  view  of  the  White  House.  She  has  a maid.  The 
once-sparse  closet  is  filled  with  designer  clothes  from  Washington's 
better  stores. 


She  talks  with  controlled  animation  about  the  new  life  and  the 
excitement  of  being  on  top.

When  the  Brotherhood  of  Railway  Telegraphers  met  at  their  national 
convention  in  Savannah,  Ga.  in  1922,  it  was  decided  that  St.  Louis 
would  be  a good  location  for  their  bank.  Eight  union-owned  banks  had 
already  been  'successfully  organized,  seven  located  east  of  the  Miss- 
issippi and  one,  west  of  it. 

The  building  chosen  for  the  bank  was  ideally  located  on  the  south- 
east corner  of  Broadway  and  Pine.  This  two  story  granite  structure 
had  been  erected  in  1914  at  a cost  of  $495 > 000.00  by  the  German  Savings 
Institute  which  had  been  in  operation  since  1853.  With  national  senti- 
ment running  high  against  Germany  on  account  of  the  war,  the  title 
was  changed  to  the  Liberty  Bank  in  1918.  On  December  31  ? 4920,  .the  r- 
Liberty  Bank  took  over  the  Central  National  Bank  # 8455?  creating  the 
Liberty-  Central  Trust  Company  and  moving  into  new  quarters  on  the 
southwest  corner  of  Broadway  & Olive..  The  building  wa.s  then  tempor- 
airily  occupied  by  the  Federal  Land  Bank  until  a permanent  location 
could  be  found. 

The  Order  of  Railway  Telegraphers  purchased  the  building  in  1922 
for  the  sum  of  $250,000.00  and  the  bank  opened  for  business  on  June. 

10,  1923  under  the  title  of  Telegraphers  National'  Bank  #12389.  The 
bank  was  capitalized  for  $600,000.00*  ..  The- date  of  June  10^ was  chosen 
as  this  was  the  37th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  union  at  Cedar 
Rapids,  Iowa  in  1886.  The  opening  day  ceremonies  were  attended  by 
Governor  Hyde,  Mayor  Kiel  and  several  thousand  prospective  customers. 

The  first  day’s  deposits  exceeded  one  and  a half  million  dollars,  and 
by  the  end  of  1924  they  had  grown  to  over  four  million  dollars.  Savings 
accounts  paid  a rate  of  3 % besides  the  unique  feature  of  the  bank  of 
sharing  the  profits  with  the  depositors,  not  to  exceed  10 fo.  Fifty-one 
percent  of  the  stock  was  retained  by  the  union,  with  the  remaining 
f ortjr-nine  percent  being  sold  to  the  public.  An  unusual  feature  of 
this  bank  was  that  all  the  employees  belonged  to  the  United  Bank 
Worker’s  Union.  This  was  the  only  bank  that  they  were  able  to  organize, 
and. it  folded  when  the  bank  closed. 

E.  J.  Manion,  the  president  of  the.  Order  of  Railway  Telegraphers 
was  elected  president  of  the  bank,  in  which  capacity  he  served  until 
his  retirement  on  May  30,  1939?  when  V.  0.  Gardner  assumed  both  presi- 
dency of  the  bank  and  the  union. 

Even  though  the  bank  did  a flourishing  business  the  building  was 
too  large  for  its  operations  and  half  of  the  windows  remained  closed 
(or  unused).  The  building  was  rather  unique  in  appearance  with  its 
circular  front  steps  and  its  white  marble  interior,  with  windows  ex- 
tending  almost  the  entire  height  of  the  building.  This  bank  issued 
over  $2,700,000.00  worth  of  both  large  and  small  size  notes  in  35.00, 
$10.00  and  $20.00  denominations. 

The  Telegraphers  National  Bank  was  absorbed  by  the  Uni  bed  Bank  on 
August  31,  1942  which  in  turn  was  absorbed  by  the  First  National  Bank 
#170  on  December  30,  1955*  The  building  served  to  house  the  install- 
ment loan  department  of  the  First  National  Bank  until  it  was  torn  down 
to  make  way  for  a parking  lot  in  1957 .

THE  NEW  J20  CANADIAN  BILL 
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The  new  Bank  of  Canada  $20  note  incorporates  several  new  features 
and  retains  some  of  the  features  of  its  predecessor  in  improved  form. 

New  designs  of  the  other  denominations  will  have  a "family"  resemblance^ 
to  the  new  520  bill,  although  each  will  retain  its'  own  established 
predominant  colour. 


The  new  $20  notes  main  features  are  a more  readily  detectable 
engraved  steel  plate  printing  and  a greater  use  of  colour. 


It  is  helpful  to  understand  the  basic  difference  between  the 
printed  image  obtained  from  an  engraved- steel  plate  and  that  obtained 
from  other  forms  of  printing  also  used  on  currency.  Steel  engraving 
involves  the  cutting  of  lines  into  the  surface  of  a special  steel 
plate.  These  lines  are  filled  with  a very  thick  ink  and  the  paper  is 
then  forced  into  the  lines  by  very  heavy  pressure.  When  the  paper  is 
removed  it  pulls  out  the  thick  ink  which  then  "stands  up"  above  the 
surface  of  the  note. 


Steel  plate  printing  has  always  been  used  on  Canada’s  bills,  but 
on  the  new  $20  bill  (and  the  others  to  follow)  the  lines  are  more 
deeply  engraved  so  that  they  will  hold  more  ink  and  thus  stand  up  more 
predominently . The  letters  of  the  word  "CANADA"  and  the  denomination 
medallions  at  the  corners  stand  up  particularly  strongly  to  the  touch. 

The  denominational  colour  of  olive  green  is  used -for  the  steel 
plate  printing  of  the  face  of  the  new  $20  note  instead  of  in  the  back- 
ground as  in  the  195^  note--and  for  the-  steel  plate  printing  on  the 
back.  Other  features  of  the  steel  plate  printing  include  a new  por- 
trait of  the  Queen  engraved  from  a contemporary  photograph  and  approved 
by  Her  Majesty.  There  are  very  thin  white  lines  such  as  those  Out- 
Lining  the  words  "BANK  OE  CANADA- -BANQUE  DU  CANADA"  in  the  band  at  the  ~ 
top  of  the  face  of  the  note--and  equally  thin  dark  lines  in  the  denom- 
inational  medallions  at  the  corners  and  in  the  decorative  -panels. on 
the  back.  The  achievement  of  equally  smooth  and  unbroken  fine  lines. of 
contrasting  types  in  a single  steel  plate  printing  is  a mark  of  special 
precision. 

The  olive  green  band  across  the  front  of  the  note  bearing  the 
signatures  of  the  Governor  and  the  Deputy  Governor  incorporates  fine 
interwoven  repetitions  of’ "BAND  OE  CANADA- 20- BANQUE  DU  CANADA" . 

The  deep  engraving  and  heavy  pressure  used  in  steel  plate  printing 
on  both  sides  results  in  a shadow  or  "show  through"  effect  ill  certain 
areas.  This  is  particularly  noticeable  as  an  indented  design  trans- 
mitted from  the  front  of  the  note  to  the  back  above-  the  top  oorder  and 
under  the  lower  left-hand  corner  medallion  and  .below,  the  bottom  border. 
A small  magnifying  glass  and  strong  light  at  a sharp  angle  will  ma  e 
this  even  more  evident. 


Apart  from  the  olive  green  there  are  more  colors  on 
and  back  than  before.  The  printing  methods  used  for  these 
the  inks  flat  on  the  surface  of  the  paper--and  so  they  don 
like  the  steel  plate  pointing.  Most  of  these  colons  blend 
and  almost  impercept ibly--one  into  another- -in  continuous 
The  effect  of  many  such  lines  changing  colour  together  ere 
"rainbow"  appearance  and  is  particularly  noticeable . m. the 
ground  on  the  front.

THE  DETROIT  & MICHIGAN  STO-aY

This  story  will  differ  from  other  examples  of  cities.  The  events 
that  happened  in  Detroit  was  the  ultimate  factor  in  the  creation  of 
the  infamous  Bank  Holidays  for  the  entire  nation.  The ^ almost  unknown 
Detroit  story  is  briefly  described.  (I  would  like  to  inject  the 
thought  that  perhaps  programs  and  people  still  might  do  well  to  com- 
pare yesterday  with  today.)  The  city  of  Detroit . found  that  well  over 
half  its  industry  was  involved  in  the  manufacturing  of  automobiles 
and  related  products.  As  national  problems  saw  less  demand  for  auto- 
mobiles, unemployment  and  personal  poverty  grew  in  Detroit. 


The  economy  of  our  country  rose  following  MI  but  the  phenomenal 
growth  of  the  automobile  industry  was  unmatched  by  any  place  in  the 
U.S.  Thus  Michigan  and  hence  Detroit  grew  and  a need  arose  for 
adequately  large  banks  to  cope  with  the  rapid  growth. 

The  opportunity  of  bank  expansion  drew  people  for  the  financial 
gain,  with  power  and  social  prestige  as  the  reward  if  successful.  Two 
separate  groups  sominated  the  Michigan  scene  by  controlling  over  d(/° 
of  all  loans  and  investments.  The  first  group  was  titled  the  Guardian 
Detroit  Union  Group  and  was  the  actual  controller  of  over  30  odd  banks. 
These  banks  had  seen  their  individual  stock  acquired  and  subsequently 
merge  into  a large  chain  or  group  of  banks. 

The  second  group  titled  the  Detroit  Bankers  Co.  likewise  gained 
control  of  60 % of  the  Banking  facilities  with  only  slightly  less  an 
200  branch  offices  serving  the  residents  of  the  city  ox  Detroit. 

In  Feb.,  of  1933  the  Guardian  Detroit  Union  group  applied  for  a 
U.S.  Government  loan,  to  protect  itself.  (It  is  presumed  that  i 
information  on  why  banks  so  applied  for  loans,  the  readei  should 
aware  of  the  drastic  times  that  prevailed.)  A rumor  somehow  exi 
that  one  of  the  banks  in  ghe  Guardian  group  could  nox  pay  ofx  , , 

depositors,  should  the  netd  arise.  U.S.  Senator  James  Couzens  headed 
a subcommittee  which  influenced . national  banking  po  icy.  . 

R.F.C.  did  not  consult  the  Michigan  Senatoi , a political  fo  , 
proposed  loan.  The  Senator  thereby  denounced  the  loan. 

The  mention  of  Henry  Ford  must  joh  he 
Henry  Ford  had  bought  out  Mr.  Couzens  stock  in  the  Ford  Mot°r  °o. 

The  two  men  became  antagonistic  toward  each-  other  an  a 
endured.

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Leading  financiers  came  to  Detroit  and  the  final  plan  was  to 
create  a "Bank  Holiday” . The  Governor  of  Michigan,  after  realizing 
this  was  the  only  alternative,  made  a proclamation  on  February  14,

1933.  The  proclamation  stated  in  essence  that  all  banks,  and  banking 


facilities  would  be  closed  for  one  week.  Thus  the  plan  to  assist  the 
Guardian  Detroit  Union  Group  of  banks,  in  reality,  stopped  the  R.F.C. 
loan  which  would  have  saved  these  banks.  Xt  was  'mown  that  if  the 
above  named  group  failed,  the  second  large  group,  The  Detroit  Bankers 
Company,  could  not  support  the  financial  problem  and  disaster  that 

would  follow.

Other  states  had  no  recourse  but  to  protect  thei-'-  citizens, 
business,  and  depositors  and  they  followed  Michigan  s example.  Thus 
the  Detroit  bank  failure,  then  the  complete  collapse  of  out  state 
banking  in  Michigan  commenced  with  the  end  result  the  national  Bank 
Holdiday  proclaimed  by  in-coming  President  F.D.  Roosevelt  and  the 
finale  of  the  nation’s  bank  crash.

A "POST  ISSUE"  OF  A MEXICAN  BANK  NOTE 

By 

James  Webb

Every  collector  takes  pride  in  his  or  her  own  collection,  moreso 
if  a particular  item  (or  items)  are  rare.  This  is  especially  true  in  the 
papermoney  field,  for  possessing  an  error  or  counterfeit  note  is  quite 
uncommon. 

My  prime  interest  is  collecting  Mexican  Bank  issues  of  the  period 
1864  to  1914,  thus  this  article  on  a P20.00  note  issued  by  "The  Bank  of 
London  and  Mexico." 

Almost  every  note  issued  by  the  Mexican  Banks  were  engraved  and 
printed  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Company,  of  which  all  of  us  are  aware 
of  the  quality  that  this  company  produces.  I have  never  found  or  heard 
of  an  error  note  produced  by  this  concern.  Quite  fortunately,  I obtained 
a counterfeit  note  of  fine  quality. 

The  speciman  counterfeit  (or  ’falso")  that  I have  is  crisp,  uncir- 
culated and  was  never  "aged"  ie:  impregnated  by  oil,  water,  dirt,  and 
folds  to  give  it  a circulated  appearance.  In  no  way  is  this  a modern 
counterfeit  as  this  is  a fairly  common  note  and  genuine  notes  can  be 
found  in  all  collections  of  Mexican  Bank  issues. 

I suspect  that  this  counterfeit  note  was  made  in  1915-1916.  This 
was  at  the  time  when  Carranza  was  in  power  and  was  issuing  papermoney 
in  such  huge  amounts  that  it  drove  all  the  coins  and  bank  issues  into 
hiding.  This  "falso"  P20.00  (and  perhaps  other  Bank  issues  and  denomina- 
tions) were  more  readily  accepted  rather  than  Carranzas  issues  of  worth- 
less government  papermoney. 

Pictured  is  a P20.00  note  on  the  "El  Banco  de  Londres  y Mexico," 

Series  H,  dated  1 October,  1913.  The  front  (or  obverse)  is  a three  color 
printing  with  red  serial  numbers  and  reads:  The  Bank  of  London  and  Mexico. 
A stock  holding  bank,  Mexico.  1st  of  October,  1913.  Will  pay  in  the  city 
of  Mexico  (D.F.)  twenty  pesos  on  sight  in  current  money.  There  is  a sig- 
nature of  each:  the  Government  Auditor,  a director  of  the  Bank  and  the 
Cashier  of  the  Bank;  of  which  all  appear  on  the  bottom  of  the  note.  Left 
vignette:  B.  Juarez,  President  and  hero  of  the  overthrow  of  the  (French) 
Emperor  Maximilian.  Center  vignette:  priest,  Indians,  and  temple  ruins. 

The  reverse  is  all  rose  colored  except  the  revenue  s^amp  which  is 
blue.  Principal  vignette  is  the  Seal  of  the  Republic  of  Mexico. 

The  note  shown  is  part  of  a series:  5.00,  10.00,  20.00,  50.00, 

100.00,  500.00,  1,000.00,  that  began  about  1888  through  1914.  Bank 
issues  are  no  longer  redeemable  since  the  government  Decree  of  1926.
